As we left Edmonton, on July 
8th, by Pacific Western DC 7 for 
Stockholm, Sweden, I just could 
not realize that it had become a 
reality. The departure was early, 
but the beautiful morning and the 
extra touches gave us a perfect 
send-off. The flight, being my first 
experience, was both grand and 
educational as you can see what our 
vast. Northland consists of in way 
of snow, water and ice; on this I 
am sure the rest of the group would 
agree 

1 had my ticket reserved from 
Stockholm to Umea by air, which 
cut my travelling time considerably. 
This is another service that has 
grown in popularity, as air service is 
quite frequent between the different 
points of North, South, East and 
West Sweden. 

CONSTRUCTION NOTICEABLE 
VASA CHILDREN HONORED 

In my travels through Sweden I 
mostly visited my relatives and 
friends, which were fairly large in 
number. As anywhere else there 
is a lot of construction in progress 
in Sweden, as for instance in Umea, 
there are a number of trade schools 
being built along with a University 
being added to its growth. Then 
you notice the increase of traffic 
and the modernization of roads, with 
the ESSO sign appearing here and 
there. In your travels around the 
country you find the people enjoy¬ 
ing their summer homes, which dot 
the countryside among the lakes 
and forests; a definite sign of a 
higher standard of living. 

The month of July, is holiday 
time, and this the Swedish people 
do take advantage of. You see 
travellers, with tents on their cars; 
trains, buses and planes loaded to 
capacity. This being a tourist 
month the speed limit is reduced 
on the highway. In the entertain¬ 
ment field, I found the music very 
disappointing, as American music 
is over-shadowing Swedish national 
melodies. 

I left Northern Sweden by air 
to jdn the American Vasa children 
in Nynashma, which is south of 
Stockholm. We travelled five hours 
by boat to Visby, tile quaint city 
of Gothland. As the boat neared 
the shore, we were showered 
with bouquets of roses from the air. 
At the dock the children were 
greeted with masses of balloons and 
a school brass band. As the band 
finished a piece in English, the 
Vasa children would respond with a 
Swedish number. Even a stranger 
in their midst, could not. help but 
being overwhelmed by such a 
touching and stirring moment. On 
this boat trip, I met a writer and 
school teacher by the name of 
Gerd(a) Pherson from Stockholm, 


who was my roommate at Visby. 
She is famous in Sweden for her 
books ... as to what children 
like to read and how such books 
should I>e written. She was award¬ 
ed a special prize for children’s 
books which she used for a trip to 
again see South America, where her 
parents emigrated when she was a 
child. 

The Vasa children, were quite 
striking in their red jackets, navy 
skirts, or pants, with white blouses 
and shirts. Wherever they went, 
they were met with great enthus¬ 
iasm and the crowds appreciated 
and marvelled at their perform¬ 
ances. Our Canadian flag was 
with the Vasa children at all their 
presentations and I think we can 
thank our Past Grand Lodge Ex- 
Board Member, John Leander, for 
this thoughtfulness. I am sure this 
has brought a closer relationship 
with Sweden and its people, when 
they realize that we try to teach 
our children some of our fore¬ 
father’s heritage. While the child¬ 
ren were at Visby, they were spon¬ 
sored by the famous tourist bureau, 
“RESO” and through them the rest 
of us were treated with hospitality 
and kindness that won’t be for¬ 
gotten for a long time. 

Visby is a city with varied tourist 
attractions, with all its mins — 
cathedrals and quaint, houses joined 
together with their narrow streets, 
dating back to the 11th and 12th 
century. Pas history is depicted 
by the remains of a fort wall that 
extends for a mile in length. In 
Visby I also heard Gathland’s 
famous violin orchestra, dressed in 
costumes. Swedish folk dancers 
gave a splendid performance and 
this most enjoyable as I was re¬ 
minded. of some of the same dances 
we, the Vasa folk dancers, have 
performed. Saturday evening there 
was a church service in Santa 
Carins church ruin, conducted by 
Gothland Lodge No. 624. This was 
most impressive with the open sky 
as our ceiling, the floor grown into 
a grass mat and six Girl Guides 
or Brownies standing with lighted 
torches at various pillars. Part of 
the program was Gothland’s folk- 
music by “NODERGUTARNES 
SPELMAMSLAG”; the sermon by 
Pastor Ingemar Bjorck, and songs 
by the singing society NS, The 
stillness and serenity, with a few 
birds being our guests was most 
touching. After the service we were 
decorated with gorgeous rose ar¬ 
rangements . . . winch reminds me, 
Visby is noted for its roses as is 
Portland, Oregon. By my table 
setting they had placed a Canadian 
flag.

Best known among Copenhagen’s 
temples of jazz is the Montmartre 
Jazz House, where the ; flavor is 
distinctly modernist. The policy is 
never to shy away from even the 
most esoteric avani-guardists such 
as Cecil Taylor, Roland Kirk and 
Ted Curson. 

In the Vingaarden, or Vineyard — 
just a hop-skip-and-blow from the 
Montmartre — the atmosphere is 
bohemian and extremely relaxed, 
and the adjoining bar is a quaint 
junk shop of trinkets, bicycles and 
medieval tools. 

Vingaarden features alternate 
groups of medemists, mainstream 
toilers and Dixieland advocates — 
all depending, it would seem, on 
the owner’s mood of the moment. 
Knowledgable sidemen from abroaa 
often silt in on the frequent jam 
sessions. 

At the Cape Horn, a smoky 
backroom in the colorful Nyhavn 
section, there is never any question 
about the musical policy — mention 
anything more recent than King 
Oliver and Bix Beiderbecke, and 
you’re likely to be shown the door. 

A battlefield of scarred veterans 
of neo-Dixie and New Orleans 
blowing sessions, the Cape Horn 
lists among, its regulars people like 
Albert Nicholas, Chris Barber and 
Acka Bilk. 

Running through a listing of lead¬ 
ing musicians who have appeared 
in Copenhagen clubs during the past 
few years is like leafing through 
Who’s Who in American Jazz — 
from Cannonball Adderley to Zoot 
Sims, they have all been there. 

In fact, resident jazzmen like 
Dexter Gordon, the tener player, are 
getting a bit concerned. “Don’t 
make Copenhagen and jazz sound 

the local clubs.

Who 

Came First? 

A tiny spinning wheel said to be 
a Norse artifact has been found in 
Newfoundland. It may be concrete 
evidence of Norse settlement in the 
Americas five centuries before 
Columbus. 

Yet Columbus, the Admiral of the 
Ocean Sea, will not be dislodged 
from his historical position as the 
effective discoveser of these con¬ 
tinents. 

Evidence of Norse discovery of 
the Americas around 1,000 A.D. has 
been accumulating for some years, j 
The interpretation of much of it is 
still disputed. But most history 
books now concede priority to the 
Norsemen, who had previously col¬ 
onized Iceland and Greenland. 

Unfortunately for Leif Erickson 
and his kin, historically speaking, 
their discovery had no issue. It 
was a great feat of seamanship but 
it had no important effect on 
Western history. 

The Norse colonizers were before 
their time. The rest of Europe was 
not yet ready for its great age of 
geographical discovery and expan¬ 
sion. 

By 1492, on the other hand, the 
stage had been set by Prince Henry 
the Navigator, the Portuguese sea¬ 
men and other predecessors of 
Columbus. The time was ripe. And 
the Columbian rediscovery rapidly 
drew the Americas into the main¬ 
stream of Western history. 

Leif Ericson deserves his accolade. 
But so does Columbus; and the 
latter retains his position as the 
historically great figure.

Study Loans 
Doubled In 
Five Years 

Norway’s State Loan Fund for 
Student Youth lent 88.2 million 
kroner to altogether 22,322 students 
at all levels of education during 
1963. The total loan volume thus 
reached nearly 406 million kroner. 
In addition, the Fund awarded 
scholarships totalling about 39 
million kroner to well over 42,000 
applicants. In the last five years, 
doubled, from 45 million to more 
annual loans have been almost 
than 88 million kroner. In the 
same period, the number of students 
covered by the Loan Fund has in¬ 
creased about 40 per cent, from 
30,500 to 43,000. From its start in 
1947 to the end of the 1962-63 school 
year, the Fund has granted loans 
for approximately 470 million 
kroner.. 

Of last year’s total loans, 46.4 
million kroner — 52.6 per cent — 
went to students at various trade 
schools, and 41.8 million kroner — 
47.4 per cent — to students attend¬ 
ing universities and other institutions 
of higher learning at home or 
abroad. In the academic year 
1962-63, toe average loan amount for 
all categories was close to 4,000 
kroner. Students abroad received 
the largest average — over 5,000

Scandapades ’65 Being Planned 


Tenth Annual 
Scandinavian Design 
Cavalcade Held 

Visitors to the Scandinavian capi¬ 
tals this September for the tenth 
annual Scandinavian Design Caval¬ 
cade will find many of the key 
events taking place at a group of 
iesign institutions which are unique¬ 
ly Scandinavian — the permanent 
exhibitions of arts and craifts and 
Industrial design. 

At these permanent exhibitions 
(more accurately it’s the exhibit 
places which are permanent; the 
lisplays change periodically), each 
country shows its best designs in 
Furniture, silver, glass, ceramics, 
iteelware, textiles and even tourist 
souvenirs produced by Scandinavia’s 
internationally famous firms as well 
as its comparatively unknown young 
artisans. The exhibits are particu¬ 
larly convenient for the tourist in 
a hurry because here he gets a 
quick introduction to what there is 
to buy of good Scandinavian design. 
4t the exhibits in Copenhagen and 
Dslo, he can make his purchases 
on the spot; in Helsinki and Stock¬ 
holm, he can look, not buy, but 
nearby shops are prepared to supply 
items similar to those displayed. 

Because of the high standards set 
by these permanent exhibits, many 
visitors regard them as museums 
of applied art and consider it a 
particularly delightful feature that 
one is allowed to buy the “museum 
pieces.” 

Copenhagen’s exhibit, Den Per- 
manente, in the Vesterport building 
opposite the Central Railway Station, 
is the oldes of the group. Started 
in 1931, its operation has, to a 
large extent, set the pattern for 
the others. Before anything can 
be exhibited here, it must pass a 
judging committee, which is elected 
annually and has absolute power 
in these matters. 

The committee sometimes rejects 
as much as 80 per cent and quality, 
not saleability, is the only criterion, 
whether the article is submitted by 
an unknown or a big name in 
Scandinavian design. Also, because 
the. exhibits are non-profit, the 
managers are free to raise their 
standards and add to the special 
atmosphere which have made them 
international attractions. 

Oslo’s permanent exhibit, the 
Forum, at Rosenkrantzgate 7, oppo¬ 
site Hotel Bristol, is much younger 
but follows the same principles. 
Norway Designs, at Stortingsgaten 
28, also ranks as a sales exhibition 
of its country’s designs by virtue 
of its high standards, and it features 
the products of the PLUS arts and 
crafts colony in historic Fredrikstad. 
In 1965, Oslo will have Europe’s 
biggest design center. It will occupy 
2,400 square yards of floor space 
in the new headquarters of the 
Export Council of Norway and also 
will have a library and photo 
archives on the latest in Norwegian 
and foreign design. 

Svensk Form, the Swedish Design 
Center, opened in 1959 and is at the 
beautiful new Stockholm School of 
Arts and Crafts, Valhallavagen 191, 
about 10 minutes by taxi from the 
Grand Hotel and en route to some 
of Stockholm’s key attractions. 
About 50 Swedish firms exhibit here, 
and an information officer tells 
where one can buy the displayed 
items. Many of these however, can 
be bought just opposite Svensk 
For um at the new NK Prisma Shop, 
established by Stockholm’s leading 
department store, Nordiska Kom- 
paniet, which is another important 
showcase of Swedish design.

Eveiy 
summer they came in their ships 
to Finnmark and Trams to barter 
timber and flour for dried cod fish. 
Thus, a Russian - Norwegian patios 
developed. Now extinct, it also 
contained many words borrowed 
from English, Dutch, and Low Ger¬ 
man.
